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^Vccording to a recent study released by 
CNNMoney, students who attend Holmes 
Community College are more likely to 
graduate or transfer to a four-year school 
than students who attend other community 
colleges nationwide. 

Holmes ranks 76 out of 786 institutions, 
placing the school in the top 10 percent of 
America's community colleges. Holmes was 
the second highest rated Mississippi 
community college. 

Colleges Measures, a joint venture of the 
American Institute of Research and Matrix 
Knowledge Group, conducted the study in 
an attempt to help students and parents 
avoid "dropout factories," which are labeled 
as schools that graduate fewer than 25 
percent of students. To make sure that 
schools did not appear on the list of Top 
Schools because of a statistical blip, small 
schools with fewer than 200 students were 
not considered as a part of the study. 


President Glenn Boyce attributes the school's 
success to several factors, the first of which is 
a high-performing student population matched 
with an incredibly dedicated and talented 
faculty. 

"Many of our students come to us lacking 
basic college readiness," Boyce explained. "I 
firmly believe that this type of national 
recognition is evidence that we make up more 
ground than most, and we do so without 
sacrificing quality. In many ways, it is our job 
to bring out the best in our students. This type 
of success penetrates to the very heart of our 
mission." 

"Education is the most strategic advantage we 
have in Mississippi," Boyce said. "If we want to 
move forward as a state to change the lives of 
Mississippians, it is important that we stand 
firm in our commitment to meet the needs of 
Mississippi students and continue to build an 
educated workforce. 


The rankings are based on the percentage 
of students who graduated or transferred to 
a four-year university within three years of 
enrolling. Last year alone, graduation 
numbers at Holmes increased a dramatic 
35.41 percent over the previous year, 
leading Mississippi's community college 
system in percentage gain. 
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Trauma remains the leading cause of death 
for Mississippians age 1 to 44, but Holmes 
Community College hopes to change that. 

A recent grant through the Holmes 
Community College Development Foundation 
and a partnership with the Central Mississippi 
Trauma District is allowing the college to 
expand the Emergency Medical Technology 
program to include ongoing trauma education 
for pre-hospital providers, who are already 
employed throughout the Central Mississippi 
Trauma District. 


The mobile training unit will also have an 
emergency room simulator, giving students 
an opportunity to work in an emergency 
room environment. Both areas will be 
overseen by a control room, where 
instructors will monitor student interactions. 

The vehicle will also be equipped with a 
human patient simulator known as iStan. 
This high-fidelity mannequin offers internal 
robotics that mimic cardiovascular, 
respiratory, neurological and 
pharmacological human modeling. 


To do this, the college purchased a large RV 
that will be converted into a mobile training 
unit. The state-of-the-art mobile classroom 
will include three distinct areas. 

An ambulance simulator will provide students 
with an opportunity to work in what appears 
to be a working emergency vehicle. 


With wireless operation, iStan can be 
placed in any field location, including an 
automobile, and display all vital signs and 
signals of a critically ill or injured patient. An 
instructor can manage the simulation from a 
remote laptop. iStan is considered the gold 
standard of patient modeling in healthcare. 









When iStan bleeds, his blood pressure, 
heart rate and other clinical signs change 
automatically, and he responds to 
treatment with minimal input from an 
instructor. 

With a realistic airway, articulated joints 
and blood on board, iStan has full mobile 
simulation capabilities. 

In addition to multiple pulse points and fully 
independent right and left lungs that 
respond automatically to treatment, iStan 
can simulate flail chest, cyanosis on 
fingers and toes and difficult airway 
challenges. 

Once complete, this mobile classroom will 
travel throughout the Central Mississippi 
Region, which is made up of 14 counties.
